Construction shall be complete- 
ly in charge of the State Highway 
Commission, which shall be bi- 
partisan, and shall consist of four 
members, the first appointments 
to be for terms ending in one, two, 

three and four years, and their 
successors appointed for four years 

Commissioners shall receive sal- 
aries of $2400 a year. The chief 
engineer is to receive a salary of

Soda Prices. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
ITHIN the last few days we have 
read much about why sodas and 
sundaes don’t come back to a nickel. 

Here is the reason: The present-day 
quality and size of ice cream soda and 
eundae never did sell for less than 10 
cents; today most dealers charge 15 
cents and are compelled by our Gov- 
ernment to spend our time to collect 2 
cents extra for war tax. 

In 1916 we paid $1 for a 20‘pound 
drum of gas (gas is used in making car 
bonated water for sodas, etc.); today we 
pay an average price of about $4.80, 
plus 60 cents State tax, making a drum 
of gas cost us $5.40; pre-war price, $1. 

Crushed fruits used for sundaes cost 
us in 1916 from $12 to $15 per dozen 
half-gallon jars; today they cost us from 
$35 to $45 per dozen. 

Concentrated fruit 
1916 from $12 to $15 per dozen one-gal- 
lon jugs; today they still cost us from | 
$36 to $48 per dozen. Help at the foun-.| 
tain costs us about double what. it did | 
in 1916. 

The present-day average retail foun- 
tain prices are about 50 per cent above 
1916 prices.

It adds 10 years to the life 
of Secretary Weeks, who had no more idea what 
to do with Muscle Shoals than Mr. Hughes has 
what to do with Mexico. It also saves all of us 
a@ terrible loss, and moreover solves the problem 
of how farm lands in the United States are to 
be fertilized. 

“That is pretty good for one man. but it fs 
nothing to what Mr. Ford will do for us be- 
fore he gets through. He sees the possibilities 
of a used waterway system in the Mississipp! 
Valley. When he can get to it he will make one.
